Classical guitarist Jiro Mat- 
suda pleased a very small audi­

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Use All The Facts About 
Federal Aid To Colleges 


When considering the plight of the 
small liberal colleges, and we should 
all consider their plight, it is well to 
take note of all the facts. 
Fact No. 1 obviously is than many 
of the colleges are having rough going. 
Fact No. 2 is that Congress is now 
considering passage of a $900 million 
college classroom construction subsidy. 
Facts No. 3 and 4 became evident 
just this month with the release of the 
study conducted by the Ford Founda­ 
tion's Educational Facilities Laboratory 
They come from the study, “ To Build 
Or Not To Build,'' in which more than 
60 Midwestern colleges were investi­ 
gated. 
Fact No. 3 is that typical institutions 
of the type investigated could increase 
their enrollment by 50 per cent without 
putting up a single new classroom or 
laboratory, just by making use of what 
they already have. 
Fact 4 shows that the average class­ 
room in these institutions were in use 
only 17.6 hours per week and the aver­ 
age laboratory only 10.8 hours per 
week. 
We hold no great brief for the exact 
figures, but the principle involved here 
is important. As the report declares: 
“ There will always be colleges w hieh

It is interesting to note that the studc 
also urged major increases in college 
teaching salaries, doubling and tripling 
in the next 10 or 15 years. 
A second study of 124 colleges by the 
same agency found only 12 of the group 
had “ intensive" plans for their future 
development, while 29 had no plans at 
all, 44 only enrollment projections; 28 
had only curricular studies and just 11 
had studied the adequacy of their phy­ 
sical plant 
All of which raises the key question: 
Shouldn't a college or anyone be re­ 
quired to show it is making use of what 
it already has before it can dip into the 
public purse for aid0 
And if the answer to this is Yes, isn't 
that already federal regulation of our 
colleges, with a $900 million bribe hang­ 
ing on the end*’

NOTHING IN the East-West 
talks at Geneva produced any 
measure of agreement on- any 
point on any issue of any sub­ 
stance— wTiether Berlin, a test 
ban or disarmament. 
Nothing at Geneva made 
the possibility of future agree­ 
ment any more difficult. The 
atmosphere w’as civil. No So­ 
viet shoe pounded the table 
this time. Further talks on 
Berlin will be continued eith­ 
er in Washington or Moscow. 
The Soviets have temporarily 
ceased harrassmg the Ber’in 
air lanes.

There are some who feel a 
Berlin solution may be in the 
making because the Soviets 
are talking about what they 
c a l l “ international control” 
of the access routes to West 
Berlin, 


So far this has been just a 
negotiating gambit.
